Information concerning
benefits administered by the
Veterans Administration
may be obtained much more
quickly by writing or visit-
ing local VA Regional Of-
fices, rather than writing
VA Central Office, Washing-
ton, D.C., it was announced
today by Mort Webster,
manager of VA's Southern
California Regional Office.

Specific requests for in-
formation congerning indi-
vidual cases cannot be han-
dled in Washington, Web-
ster pointed out. These must
be supplied by the office
where the records, files and
case folders pertaining to
the individual veteran are
maintained,

All records of this type
are kept in VA regional of-
fices and inquiries about
particular problems must be
referred to the regional of-
fice having jurisdiction over
the records of the veteran
concerned.

When veterans write their
VA regional office for infor-
mation, they should ineclude
their full name, complete
address, birthdate and claim
number (“C” number), if
they have one. This will
identify the veteran and as-
sist the VA in locating
promptly papers and rec-
ords sometimes needed in
supplying answers to quer-
€es.
